WASHINGTON — One hun¬ 
dred thirty years later, words still 
fail the explorers who venture 
into the Earth. 

“The whole thing is pure explo¬ 
ration,” said Bill Stone. “If you 
haven’t been there, you can’t un¬ 
derstand it.” 

For 44 days this spring. Stone 
and his teammates were under¬ 
ground in a natural abyss in 
southern Mexico, descending 
three-quarters of a mile vertical¬ 
ly under the surface, then swim¬ 
ming through a half-mile long 
underwater tunnel to an air-filled 
cavern beyond. 

They eventually got down to 
4,839 feet — just short of a mile 
— the deepest humans have gone 
in a cave in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, the fifth deepest in the 
world. One member of the expedi¬ 
tion died in the attempt. 

Why did they do it? Because, as 
the cliche goes, it is there. 

“It’s unknown territory down 
there,” Stone said. “It’s basically 
the last bastion on this planet of 
truly manned geographical explo¬ 
ration. If you ask ‘who has been 
doing exploration in the last 30 
years?’ you can pretty much say 
it’s been 12 Apollo astronauts 
who set foot on the moon and the 
cave explorers of the world.” 

Not spelunkers. Not even cav¬ 
ers. Explorers. 

“I think of myself as a modern 


age explorer, that’s what this is 
all about,” Stone said. “It hap¬ 
pens to be the frontier right now.” 

This particular frontier, Sis- 
tema Huautla, is a 35-mile-long 
complex of interconnected deep 
limestone caverns in the Mexican 
state of Oaxaca. Previous at¬ 
tempts at exploration of the cave 
were stopped by a passage flooded 
to the ceiling with water. No scu¬ 
ba diving equipment was ade¬ 
quate. 

When he’s not rappelling down 
a shaft or swimming through 
nearly opaque water under¬ 
ground, Stone, 41, is a research 
structural engineer at the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Standards and 
Technology in Gaithersburg, Md., 
a place where inventors can 
stretch their minds at govern¬ 
ment expense. 

With eight colleagues, he de¬ 
signed a life-support system that 
allows a swimmer to remain un¬ 
derwater for 6-8 hours — twice 
that, when two units are joined. 

Their goal was a “sump” at the 
deepest known point in the Mexi¬ 
can cave where the water com¬ 
pletely filled the sloping tunnel. 
The explorers were to don their 
backpacks and swim into the wa¬ 
tery obstacle, seeking a way on to 
presumed air-filled passages on 
the other side. 

“You cannot get to where we 
got this year with traditionbal 
scuba diver apparatus,” he said 
“It’s just too inefficient, blowing 
away all that gas every time you 
breathe underwater.” 

His device is based on the space 
suit principle, but it’s more com¬ 
plicated because built-in comput¬ 
ers adjust a helium-oxygen mix¬ 
ture for the diver, while 
astronauts set and forget their 
pure oxygen flow. Exhaled gas is 
recirculated to remove carbon di¬ 
oxide by a special process. 


“Otherwise, you’d be wasting 
precious molecules,” Stone said. 
“Every pound carried to that dive 
site is paid for in sweat and 
blood.” 

Stone weighed 210 pounds 
when he left home on Jan. 15 and, 
189 when the expedition ended in 
June. The weight-saving effort 
extends to food, too. The explor¬ 
ers grind freeze-dried food into 
dust, and compress it into gallon¬ 
sized plastic bottles to avoid cart¬ 
ing aluminum foil wrapping in 
and out. 

“We can get 15 man-days 
worth of food in a gallon,” Stone 
boasts. 

To reach the underwater pas¬ 
sage, Stone’s team — which num¬ 
bered up to 20 at times — rigged 
more than 2 miles of rope down 
large, steeply descending tun¬ 
nels, following a river most of the 

way. There were 60 sheer drops 
— the longest 360 feet — in inky 
blackness, lit only by the puny 
glow of their headlamps and 
backdropped by the hiss of falling 
water. 

The cavers also needed to 
string ropes to cross 30 other 
places where the boiling under¬ 
ground river was too dangerous 
to wade or swim. 

The air temperature was near 
70 degrees — fresh and pure. But 
with 100 percent humidity the 
cavers sweated profusely inside 
their colorful nylon coveralls as 
they hauled 50-pound loads of 
gear across giant rockfalls in 
monstrous chambers with ceil¬ 
ings too high to be seen, across 
slippery surfaces scrubbed clean 
by millions of years of scouring 
water. 

The first members of the team 
to make test dives into the deep 
sump were Noel Sloan, 40, of In¬ 
dianapolis, and Steve Porter, 41, 
of McKinney, Texas, and Ian Hol¬ 
land, 30, of St. Andrews, Scot¬ 
land. They laid 800 feet of guide¬ 
line at depths up to 80 feet 
underwater to find their way 
back out. Four days later Holland 
and Kenny Broad, 28, of Miami, 
began diving in earnest. 

They poked into numerous 
deadends before Broad succeeded 
in finding a way through the 
sump — a final distance of 1,400 
feet underwater where visibility

E Ambrose — yes, that was her name before all 
this started — says it happened 3 '/2 years ago on 
a remote, moonlit stretch of Colorado highway. 
Enticed by circular flashing lights in the sky, she and a friend 
pulled off Interstate 70, cut the headlights, and then watched 
in disbelief as ethereal black waves began to envelop the car. 

“Oh, my God. What are those?” Skye said to her friend, 
who had noticed something else. 

“Look! A falling star.” The words were barely out of her 
mouth before the star turned into a glowing ball of white 
light. It stopped above a field, hovering no more than 100 
feet from the car. As the women watched in speechless 
amazement, two beams of light, brilliant with pinks, purples 
and blues, dropped from the ball to form a shimmering “V.” 

“You know those people who say they’ve been kidnapped 
by a UFO?” Ambrose said weakly to her friend. “Well, that’s 
not going to happen to us. We’re not getting out of this car!” 

Suddenly, the lights vanished. All at once, the women felt 
exhausted and irritable, their nerves frayed. A short drive 
brought them to Goodland, Kan., where they found a motel 
and, inside, unpleasant surprises in the bathroom mirror. 

Ambrose’s friend stared in shock at the deep flush taint¬ 
ing her normally pale complexion. Ana Amorose was equally 
affected — colorless and drawn, with her ordinarily curly 
hair plastered flat against her head. 

But the worst shock came in the morning, when Ambrose 
looked at a map and realized that it had taken three hours 
to drive the 72-mile leg of the trip on which they had seen 
the UFO. Even with the stop for the encounter, that left 
nearly two hours unaccounted for. Where had they gone? 

any rational measure, the idea is absurd: aliens kid¬ 
napping people to take them aboard flying saucers for 
bizarre experiments. Space creatures used to be the 
stuff of tabloid headlines, and still are: A recent Weekly 
World News ran the story “Hillary Clinton adopts alien baby” 
— with a photo. But these days you can spot aliens, or at least 
serious discussions of them, everywhere from the office of a 
Harvard psychiatrist to high-rated network miniseries. They 
are the subject of talk shows, best-selling books and schol¬ 




arly debate at symposiums — and sometimes they’re as close 
as the neighbor down the street, people like 45-year-old Skye 
Ambrose. She is to speak July 17-18 at the Seattle UFO 
Research Conference. Sample topics: “Multiple Participant 
Abductions” and “Analysis: NASA UFOs on Videos.” 

The few mental-health professionals who take the subject 
seriously have found themselves overwhelmed by patients 
like Ambrose, ordinary people who claim no initial interest 
or belief in UFOs but who suddenly seem beset by symptoms 
that closely resemble post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Even skeptics acknowledge that a growing number of 
people around the globe are convinced that they have had a 
close encounter of the fourth kind (abduction). Indeed, a 
recent survey by the Roper Organization — commissioned 
by UFO believers — suggests that one in 50 adult Americans, 
a total of 3.7 million people, has had a series of “unusual 
personal experiences” that could point to an abduction. 

“That number’s in the ballpark,” insists John Mack, a Har¬ 
vard Medical School psychiatrist currently treating some 60 
professed abductees. “I was shocked when I saw it. But the 
more I get into this, the less I can account for it 
with any conventional psychiatric explanation.” 

Most abductees, say sympathetic psychiatrists 
like Mack, show no signs of mental illness. What 
typically brings them to a therapist is an anxiety 
they’re desperate to identify and overcome. Usually 
with the aid of hypnosis, they’re led back through a 
missing-time experience or what they had thought 
was a dream to discover memories of a scenario in 
which they’re taken aboard an alien craft and poked 
and prodded by inscrutable, bug-eyed creatures. 

is how Skye Ambrose’s tale emerged — 
under hypnosis by John Carpenter, a 
psychiatric social worker in Springfield, 

Mo. “After my first hypnotic regression,” she says, 

“I could still say to myself that I was crazy. But after 
my friend had her session and came up with the 
same story, separate from me, with so many match¬ 
ing details, I couldn’t dismiss it as a hallucination.” 

Under hypnosis, Ambrose says, she learned that 
the beams from the ball of light contained two 
beings, perhaps 5 V 2 feet tall, thin, white and vir¬ 
tually featureless except for two huge, dark eyes. 
They floated the women to an enormous craft in 
the sky, then took them to a small, circular room in 
which Ambrose’s friend underwent surgery. What 
resembled a small computer chip with tiny hooks 
or feelers was implanted deep within her nose. 
Alarmed at first, Ambrose found herself being 
calmed, she says, by two aliens who rubbed and 
stroked her head, and a third with glittering eyes 
that held her entranced. Both women then were 
taken before the tallest of the beings, who telepath- 
ically assured them that the aliens meant no harm. 

“He communicated that they’re the guardians of 
Earth and have been for millions of years,” says 
Ambrose. “They’re working with people who have 
chosen to do this work with them.” Then, the women 
say, they were returned to their car, with no mem¬ 
ory of their abduction. The friend says she later 
suffered nosebleeds as a result of the implant but 
has never had a medical examination to detect it.

n than an alien invasion, what might 
account for the abduction phenome¬ 
non? Skeptics note that these stories 
are contemporary variations on age-old themes and 
scenarios. “Abduction delusions [abound] in folk¬ 
lore,” says Robert Baker, a University of Kentucky 
professor emeritus. “Since the Middle Ages, people 
have been abducted by dragons, ogres, leprechauns, 
fairies and so on. They're not crazy; they're victims 
of what are commonly known as Svaking dreams,' 
delusions you have when you're in a hypnopompic 
[waking up] or hypnogogic [falling asleep] state.” 

Most abduction stories begin in bed, with the vic¬ 
tim being awakened by beings who magically slip 
into the bedroom, transport their paralyzed victim 
through solid walls and seldom leave any signs of 
their visit. This bears a striking resemblance to the 
phenomenon of sleep paralysis, a well-documented 
but poorly understood state in which one is awake 
but still paralyzed by the neurological mechanism 
that inhibits muscle tone during sleep. “Almost 90 
percent of the time, sleep paralysis is accompanied 
by a certainty that there is something threatening in 
the room with you,” says David Hufford, the author 
of the book The Terror That Comes in the Night. 

And there are other caveats. Some researchers 
say that scenarios of being held against one’s will 
and physically violated suggest masked memories of 
childhood abuse. Nor does the fact that two people 
report similar experiences stand as corroboration, 
according to critics. “It’s very easy for two people to 
have the same kind of hallucinatory experience at the 
same time, then reinforce each other,” says the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky’s Baker. What’s more, “it’s been 
demonstrated that you can hypnotize people who 
don’t claim to have been abducted, tell them they 
have had an abduction experience, and they’ll report 
the same thing that so-called real abductees report.” 
Yet even doubters are fascinated. “I, myself, don’t

believe” in abductions by aliens, says Laurence Gold¬ 
stein, author of The Flying Machine and Modem Lit¬ 
erature. “But to say something is imaginary is not to 
say it’s unreal: The imagination is a real faculty that 
can penetrate to truth. Flying saucers are ... authen¬ 
tic manifestations of anxieties. Therefore, we don’t 
want to just dismiss the whole controversy as ridicu¬ 
lous. We want to ask why these things are going on.” ^ 

The first rash of UFO sightings in this country hap¬ 
pened nearly a century ago, and some observers see 
a similar case of millennial fever in today's outbreak 
of abduction reports, “that sense of some apocalyptic 
cycle in history impending and the fear of being taken 
over by some powerful alien force,” Goldstein says. 
“Back then, it culminated in H.G. Wells’ War of the 
Worlds. We have abductions, and films like Aliens. ” 

Goldstein sees the “alien invasion” as a reflection 
of everything from an us-vs.-them fear of illegal immi¬ 
grants (aliens) to the loss of privacy in the 1990s (the 
invasion of personal space). But the biggest theme, he 
says, is the end of one era — the Cold War — coin¬ 
ciding with the start of a millennium. “That sense of 
some new cycle about to begin is symbolized by a ter¬ 
ror of the alien taking over. ... Americans are ambiv¬ 
alent about the future, and that shows up in UFOs.” 

Skye Ambrose, for one, insists that her experience 
is no metaphor. In contrast to the many abductees 
who feel trapped and frightened by their encounters, 
she embraced and explored hers. The results have 
been dramatic, she says. “It’s like going through rein¬ 
carnation, and within that I’m not quite 4 years old.” 

Ambrose left her career in real estate sales and 
marketing and is now a massage therapist. She says 
she has replaced the fear, insecurity and tension in 
her life with spiritual growth. She’s writing a book 
about her abduction experiences, and learning more 
about the aliens’ grand designs for evolutionary mid¬ 
wifery. “I know now that I chose to go through this. 
I’m cooperating with a universal purpose.” ci 
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WorldWatch

GENETIC MONSTER WARNII^ 

An expert in genetics warns that 
half-human, half-animal monsters 
could be bred by scientists work¬ 
ing on unregulated experiments. 
Global controls on the fast-evolv- 
Ing science are urgently needed, 
says Simone Bilderbeek, a delegate 
at a UN conference in Montreal, 
Canada. 

"If I were the director of horror 
movies at this, moment I could make 
the most beautiful science fiction 
stories about genetically modified 
organisms. I mean, they are al¬ 
ready creating mixtures of animals 
and human beings," she said. 
Bilderbeek said scientists have al¬ 
ready Introduced a human gene into 
cows to Increase the cows* resis¬ 
tance to some diseases. 

"In fact, you*re creating a mix¬ 
ture of a human being and an ani¬ 
mal. What kind of human rights 
does an animal have, for example?"

GRAVITY, Natural - A process created by the "core" of all planets, major or minor which 
perpetually produces the "lighter-than-air" subatomic particles, compressing or infusing 
said particles with a specific weight by their kind. This completed atomic element fills 
a planet's "inner-cavern" spilling out the northern "axis vent" and surrounding a plan¬ 
et's surface to a static distance commensurate to that planet's diameter. 

This is the result of "centrifugal force" created by the rotating "core" of each planet, 
major or minor.

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Searchers seek largest 
underground cavern

MOUNT KONOCTI, Calif. — 
In hard hats and coveralls lay¬ 
ered with dirt, a trio of diggers 
huddles 67 feet under the ground, 
burrowing into the earth of 
Mount Konocti. 

For most mortals, the confine¬ 
ment of the craggy cave, the 
weighty boulders hanging from 
above and the musty smell of dirt 
and rock would be too much. 

But these men are on a mis¬ 
sion. 

They’re looking for the world’s 
largest underground cavern and 
a lake inside the mountain. They 
seek signs and artifacts of an an¬ 
cient people said to have lived in 
the mountain before the Modern 
Age. They’re out to solve a mys¬ 
tery. 

It’s a job that was supposed to 
take about three hours. They’ve 
been at it for nearly four years. 

“I keep thinking we’re going to 
see something that hasn’t been 
seen for thousands of years,” said 
self-professed “cave nut” Bob 
Pace. 

Fellow cave-digger Patrick Os¬ 
trander said, “We might be crazy. 
It might not be there, but we 
think it is. It’s addicting.” 

Mount Konocti, Lake County’s 
ancient and mysterious moun¬ 
tain, has intrigued generations as 
it rises 4,300 feet above sea level, 
thousands of feet above the 
southern shores of Clear Lake. 

“Little people” were said to live 
in the mountain during the “cold 
time” before modern man. Some 
Indian tribes regard it as a sa¬ 
cred, revered for its healing pow¬ 
ers. There are stories of under¬ 
ground lakes inhabited by blind 
fish, tunnels leading from Clear 
Lake into the base of the moun¬ 
tain, and a gate into the “Upper 
World,” guarded by a large spi¬ 
der. 

Early residents reported visits 


to a bottomless shaft inside the 
mountain, where objects could be 
dropped into a hole and found 
weeks later in the waters of Clear 
Lake. 

It is this volcanic vent, a secret 
passageway to what may be a 
large cavern, an underground 
lake and a network of tunnels, 
that the Konocti Project crew has 
sought for four years. 

“We’ve got an agreement that 
the first guy to fall in down there 
has got to scream all the way 
down so we know how deep it is,” 
said Bob Zalusky, a retired 747 
pilot and adventurer. 

Zalusky, 73, started the project 
after decades of fascinated re¬ 
search into the mountain tower¬ 
ing above his home on Clear 
Lake’s Fraser Point. 

Years ago, an elderly curator 
at the old Lake County museum 
told him of going as a young 
woman to the top of the mountain 
and entering a cave with a hole 
in the floor. She went with the 
Howard boys, brothers from the 
prominent family which owned 
the peak until 1942. The boys 
threw rocks in the hole, and low¬ 
ered a weighted string more than 
1,100 feet without hitting bot^ 
tom. 

Zalusky and Homestake Mine 
geologist Norm Lehrman tracked 
down old-timers and documented 
numerous stories detailing visits 
to the cave as far back as the 
early 1900s. 

Among the stories is one con¬ 
cerning Campfire Girls in the 
1950s who dropped painted cans 
down a hole and later found them 
floating in Horseshoe Bend below 
the mountain. 

Another Lake County resident 
went to a cave with some friends 
who carved names on a 5-inch log 
that turned up in the lake about 
three weeks later. A third told of 
dropping a flaming bundle down

a shatt and watching it disap¬ 
pear. 

Most said they entered the 
mountain through an opening in 
the side of the hill that led to a 
diagonal tunnel and finally, the 
vertical shaft. 

But the cave’s entryway had 
become hidden by dense brush 
and trees and Zalusky could find 
no one who knew or remembered 
where it was. 

Then in 1990, two hikers took 

Zalusky to a cave they’d found. 
Inside the entry, names were 
carved in the wall, including one 
of the Howards, signed “Euvelle 
Howard 1934.” 

But the cave had collapsed 
about 25 feet from the entrance 
and Zalusky’s team has been 
working in near secrecy ever 
since to dig through the obstruc¬ 
tion and somehow intercept the 
vertical shaft. 

Once inside, they hope to find a 
lake with blind fish, a network of 
tunnels to other caverns, and ar¬ 
chaeological evidence of people 
living in the mountain more than 
10,000 years ago. 

“It’s almost an obsession,” Za¬ 
lusky said. “We know it’s there.” 

Volcanic geology supports the 
vents and cavern structures the 
crew expects to find inside the 
mountain, Lehrman concluded. 
More importantly, a magnetic 
survey he conducted in 1990 
identified a large gap in the mag¬ 
netic field that could only be ex¬ 
plained by a deep shaft. 

The team is working on the 
theory that molten lava drained 
from the base of the mountain 
millions of years ago and left an 
internal cavern 2,000 feet wide 
and up to 3,000 feet high. 

Zalusky and a handful of vol¬ 
unteers wind their way up the 
mountain each Wednesday and 
Saturday, pass through a locked 
gate and hike to the work site. 
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In December, 1994, the William Hill 
bookmakers put the odds that Elvis 
Presley will be found alive In 1995 
at 500 to !• They also take bets 
on whether the Loch Ness monster’s 
existence will be proven this year.i 
The biggest odds are 14*mllllon to 
1 on Elvis crash-landing his UFO 
Into Loch Ness and hitting the 
monster. 

In Sao Paulo, Brazil, a venomous, 
hairy species of caterpillar whose 
sting causes bums and Internal 
bleeding and can kill humans has 
claimed Its fifth victim.

Cynthia Kenyon, 
an associate professor of biochemi¬ 
stry at the Univ. of Calif,, San 
Francisco, said It’s not clear yet 
whether the answer would have any 
Implications for humans but many 
biological processes seen In the 
worm are duplicated In people. 
Follow up studies could give leads 
In developing medications for a 
healthier old age.

Stuart Bowyer of the Unlv. of 
California at Berkeley says, ’*At 
this point, we have no concrete evi¬ 
dence for signals from Intelligent 
aliens.” But scientists are trying 
to find out If any of 164 mysterious 
radio signals came from natural 
causes or ET. 

The UC-Berkeley search, which 
uses a 300-metre-wide radio tele¬ 
scope antenna dish In Puerto Rico, 

Is more sensitive than any other. 

Other searches for signals from 
alien societies have detected radio 
signals that couldn*t Immediately 
be explained, but they were never 
heard again or came from natural 
sources. 

Gary Dunford gets the aliens In¬ 
to his column In a recent Issue of 
The Toronto Sun when he quotes from 
the Weekly World News — Rush Llmb- 
augh Meets With Allens*. —"sure en¬ 
ough, here*s a picture of little 
pointy-eared people shaking hands 
with Ruah, urging him to run for 
president.**We have a vital Interest 
In what happens to Planet Earth," 
the aliens thunder. Well, of course 
they do, Dunford replies, "This ex¬ 
plains every weird and flukey thing 
that*s been happening. Except per¬ 
haps, the Motts (a CJRB radio talk 
show) What Planet are they from?" 

David Suzuki, a science writer, 
coiranentlng on our environment In a 
Toronto Star column In Jan. 1995, 
takes as an example an extraterres¬ 
trial scientist who arrived on 
Earth and decided to study human 
beings by watching what they would 
soon conclude the species Is either 
suicidal or Insane. 

Bruce Kirkland, a movie critic 
at the Toronto Sun, phoned Abel 
Ferrara who Is directing the third 
version of "Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers." First of all, he's a 
Martian. "Ha, ha, hal" Ferrara 
roars, "I was snatched at birth. 

They got to me quick. Whew I" 

Ferrara says you can look at the 
movie 82,000 ways. "That's what 
makes It a powerful piece of Imagi¬ 
nation. It's about aliens arriving 
on Earth, which Is not a metaphor. 

I think people are trying to dimin¬ 
ish that possibility." 

"Because It scares them?" Kirk¬ 
land asks. "No. If you've got 
problems, wait 'til you find out 
your wife's a Martian!" 



Many thought Prank Zappa's music 
was from another planet. Now one's 
been picked out for him. Astronom¬ 
ers, beselged by letters and E-mall, 
In Cambridge, Mass., has named an 
asteroid that orbits between Mars 
and Jupiter, "Zappafrank."

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They Walk Through Walls 


Raymond Fowler, author of THE ANDREASSQN AFFAIR 
and THE WATCHERS, who has dealt with the nuts and bolts 
side of the UFO subject Is now drifting Into the direc¬ 
tion of the paranormal. In an Interview In CONTACT FCB- 
UM, Nov/Dec. 1994 Issue, Fowler thinks we have a pheno¬ 
menon that can exhibit Itself physically, that can land 
and leave physical marks that Indicate that many tons 
have sat there, and, at the same time can take off and 
Just disappear or appear a couple of miles away — 
whatever It wants to do. It can physically take people 
through walls . 

Marla Ward Is one of the latest to experience walk¬ 
ing through solid material. She Is 34 years old, from 
Kent, England, and had an abduction In November, 1990. 

She woke up about 3:30 am to lots of lights. 

Although her baby son was sleeping In the same bed 
with her, she couldn’t wake him up. 

Something urged her to go downstairs and she picked 
up a milky-colored object. 

Then she says, ’’After that I felt myself passing 
through our solid, wooden front door — It wasn’t a 
dream, I can still feel the physical experience of 
passing throu^ wood . It felt like treacle.” 

As lar-f’etched as this may seem to most people, 
let's read the following article by Candace Segar that 
was printed In THE ISLANDER, a Pensacola Beach, Fla., 
newspaper on Nov. 3, 1993. 

Candace writes; I had the pleasure of attending the 
UFO conference during the weekend of Oct. 22-24. I 
attended one workshop which centered around children. 

I do not have any children, but I learned a lot 
during the two-hour talk. I will focus on Just one 
aspect of this workshop for this article. 

Children, as everyone knows, have fantastic Imagin¬ 
ations and great creativity. And many times adults 
dismiss children's thoughts on subjects since children 
are Into make believe worlds. 

One of the points that was brought up repeatedly 
was that children tell how they are able to walk 
through the walls . 

Well, being an engineer by education, I gave this 
some thought, and It occurred to me that although we 
do not have the ability to walk through walls, a part¬ 
icle can tunnel through a barrier In quantum physics. 

At the end of the 19th century, most classical 
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physics involving laws of motion, gravitation, elec¬ 
tricity, magnetism, thermodynamics, and kinetic theory 
explained a variety of phenomena. Then In 1900 Planck 
laid the groundwork for quantum physics followed by 
Einstein who In 1905 developed his brilliant theory 
of relativity. Quantum mechanics as It Is sometimes 
referred to, Is the new approach taken to explain the 
behavior of atoms, molecules and nuclei. 

In order to explain the phenomena of tunneling I 
will use examples pertaining to both classical and 
then quantum physics. 

In the classical case. If a particle Is traveling 
and strikes a barrier of finite height and width, the 
particle will be reflected. This particle can neither 
penetrate nor cross, the barrier or the region next 
to It. 

Through quantum mechanics, the particle Is able to 
penetrate all regions and appears on the other side 
of the barrier. 

This feat has been accomplished In labs. 

Finding the particle on the other side of the bar¬ 
rier Is called tunneling or barrier penetration. 

It should be noted that when this experiment 
Is performed the particle Is never observed Inside 
the barrier. 

It Is found In Region 3. The barrier also remains 
Intact. I am sure you are asking yourself how can 
this happen? What tricks are they pulling In the lab? 

The answer Is quite simple. 

A French physicist named Louis de Broglie dlscover- 
eded that under certain conditions matter such as el¬ 
ectrons exhibit both wave and particle characteristics. 

A wave/particle Is therefore able to penetrate 
this barrier with no problem. 

In 1923 when Louis de Broglie presented his doc¬ 
toral thesis, stating the wave/partide behavior of 
matter (photons In particular), he had no experiment¬ 
al proof. Shortly thereafter. In 1929 he received 
the Nobel prize for his proven particle/wave property. 

So, the 19th century brought us classical physics, 
and the 20th^ century brought us quantum physics, then 
what does the 21st century hold for us? Maybe we 
should listen more attentively to the children for 
they will grow up and maybe discover the technology 
needed for a human body to penetrate a barrier such 
as a wall. •

"They were flying when they got 
caught In the storm," said the di¬ 
rector of California's Wildlife 
Investigations Lab, Bill Clark.

Found beneath Nullar- 
bar Plain, a 105,000 sq. mile ex¬ 
panse of sand, the spiders are 
almost devoid of color. They may 
have lived on the desert for 3 
billion years, according to Mich¬ 
ael Gray of the Australian Museum 
In Sydney. 

Scientists believe the spiders, 
similar to trap-door spiders, were 
forced Into caves millions of 
years ago as Australia's climate 
dried up, adapting to their sur¬ 
roundings and losing their sight. 
There are thousands of caves un¬ 
der the plain. 

A llve-ln caretaker In Klsamee, 
Florida, failed to report an 82- 
year-old homeowner's death and 
kept his body frozen for two 
years. Police say she wanted to 
continue receiving the man's 
$1,000 monthly railway pension

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Some European 
bird populations 
are now going to 
England In the 
winter Instead 
of flying to the 
Mediterranean. 

This has happen¬ 
ed only In the 
last 30 years which Is evidence 
of a genetic basis for a change. 
Forty birds were caught In Eng¬ 
land and were taken back to S.W. 
Germany. The birds produced 41 
young which were hand raised. It 
was found the young birds, like 
their parents, showed a tendency 
to migrate slightly to the north 
of due west, toward Britain. That 
shows the migration direction was 
Inherited genetically. 

Archaeologists say the most east¬ 
erly part of the Great Wall of 
China does not end at Shanhalguan 
where It goes Into the East China 
Sea, They said lt*s the Yalu Ri¬ 
ver, along the border with North 
Korea. This adds 646 miles to 
what Chinese tourist literature 
says Is the only mannade structure 
visible from the moon. The Wall 
was believed to be 1,988 miles 
long. 

Belgian scientists are baffled by 
an enormous trench which reported¬ 
ly appeared overnight In the mid¬ 
dle of a potato field at Letter- 
horn, south of Ghent. The nyster- 
lous trench Is 164 feet long, 19.7 
feet wide and 26.3 feet deep.

A population of woolly mammoths 
survived some 6,000 years after 
the beasts were thought to bo ex¬ 
tinct, roaming an Island north¬ 
west of Alaska even as the Sphinx 
was being built In Egypt, a new 
study says. Twenty-nine teeth and 
tooth fragments from mammoths on 
Russia’s Wrangel Island In the Arc¬ 
tic Ocean were found to be as young 
as about 4,000 years, Russian re¬ 
searchers said In the journal NAT¬ 
URE. 

A Spanish tourist had a wallet re¬ 
turned years later after losing It 
in Scotland’s Loch Ness. It was 
found by an expedition looking for 
the Loch Ness monster. 


A strange dust-borne disease endem¬ 
ic to the American southwest has 
blown rampant about 60 miles north 
of Los Angeles, Infecting more than 
4,000 people and killing about 
three dozen. Valley fever has ris¬ 
en tenfold since 1991 and shows no 
sign of letting up. It has spread 
to Ventura, Santa Barbara, Tulare, 
Los Angeles and San Luis Obispo 
counties. It has also been found 
In the arid soils of Central and 
Southern California, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas. Most of those 
affected suffer flu-llke symptoms 
while others have It spread to 
their lungs which can lead to a 
deadly form of meningitis. 

French marine scientists have 
found a deadly weed proliferating 
off the Riviera In the Medlttera- 
nean Sea. It could threaten hu¬ 
mans If edible species of fish be¬ 
gin to eat It. Mice died 24 hours 
after being Injected with the al¬ 
gae's extract. No one knows hew 
it got Into the Mediterranean. 

An army of ravenous ants In Coles- 
berg. South Africa, swarmed Into 
refrigerators at a retirement home 
forcing residents to flee. 

Millions of the tiny black Argen¬ 
tine ants chewed their way throu^ 
refrigerators and swarmed over 
chairs, beds and tables. Severe 
drought was blamed for the Inva¬ 
sion, 

A Russian businessman who died re¬ 
cently of mysterious causes was 
apparently killed by his chair, 
which was found after his death to 
be highly radioactive, Russian 
newspapers reported. Investigators 
discovered that the deadly office 
chair was the source of 1.5 milli¬ 
on times more radioactive than 
normal background levels. It was 
not known how the chair became 
radioactive. (Source; UPI) 

In Edmonton, Alberta, a computer¬ 
ized security window system at an 
Edmonton college has been shut af¬ 
ter It locked a woman’s head In a 
grip, killing her. She was trap¬ 
ped between the window and a screen 
at Grant MacEwan Community College. 
It took a crew two hours to free 
her body. 

Thousands of pilgrims converged on 
a town north of Manila In the Phi¬ 
lippines this March to await an 
apparition of the Virgin Mary. The 
mayor of Agoo, Pablo Olarte, said 
the town has been Inundated by pil¬ 
grims following reports that an Im¬ 
age of Mary owned by a family began 
shedding tears of blood. (Saturday 
Sun, March 6, 1993) 


Hundreds of teenage girls experi¬ 
enced mysterious fainting spells 
that forced officials to close 10 
schools north of Cairo, Egypt. 
Blood and urine tests found no ev¬ 
idence of poisoning or disease. 

Nor did an analysis of air and 
water In the schools find anything 
wrong. Health Minister Ragheb 
Dewldar blamed mass hysteria. The 
victims woke up after several 
hours feeling well. (Toronto Sun. 
April 6, 1993) 

A Japanese scientist said he has 
raised a white magnolia from a 
seed found In a 2,000-year-old 
tomb. Hiroshi Utsunomlya of Yam- 
aguchl University said the magno¬ 
lia seed was among hundreds of 
seed found more than six feet un¬ 
der In an underground food storage 
chamber In a tomb In Yamaguchl. 

He put the seed In water shortly 
after the discovery In November, 
1982, Three months later, ore 
seed swelled and he put It In a 
flower pot. The seed grew Into an 
eight-petal magnolia plant more 
than seven feet tall.

It Rises From Grenadier Pond in 
the Form of a Huge 
Widow's Veil. 


The High Park ghost haunts news¬ 
papers today. This early appearance 
was April 22, 1905* 


There is a midnignt marauder out in Park* 
dale that the police haven’t been able to get 
at yet. Like the dashing Lochinvar of poetic 
fame, he comes ’’out of the west, and he rides 
all unarmed and alone.” The police haven’t a 
ghost of a chance to catch him, for he is a 
spirit and the IuikI of spirits that the license 
commissioners can’t handle. 

He is alleged to have attacked several peo* 
pie already. Those who came to Mr. Riley’s 
grocery store, 1,476 Queen Street west, to^y 
and yesterday — and they are many — had 
various stories to tell of the spectre horseman. 

The story of the ghost as gleaned from the 
stories of many is a weird one. At night, when 
the great world is enveloped in grey, and the 
grey gradually darkens into a somber black, a 
mist like a widow’s veil, arises over Grenadier 
Pond in High Park. The mist thickens until at 
last it begins to take on human proportions. 
Clearly, more clearly, the bodies of a man and 
a horse emerge from the water — there arc 
sound.s of groaning, and lol in a trice the 
wraith is galloping with the speed of sunlight 
through the park — and woe betide the way¬ 
farer who comes into contact with this courier 
of the dark. He spares neither young nor old, 
and is indefatigable in riding down the pedes¬ 
trians of the night. 

Children who claim to have seen him de¬ 
scribe the rider as a giant, with a bleeding 
head and fiery eyes, augmented in horror by 
the steam-belching nostrils of the phantom 
steed. The apparition passes through build¬ 
ings, and trespasses upon the grounds of the 
peaceful citizens of Parkdale as if there wasn’t 
a policeman in the world.

The asteroid collision with Earth 
that Is believed to have wiped out 
the dinosaurs may have been deadly 
because It sprayed clouds of sul¬ 
phuric acid high Into the atmos¬ 
phere, NASA scientists say. The 
asteroid would have vaporized sul¬ 
phur In the rock and spewed more 
than 100 billion tonees of It Into 
the air, forming tiny droplets of 
sulphuric acid and creating a dense 
haze that could filter out enough 
sunlight to drop surface tempera¬ 
tures to near freezing for at least 
ten years. (Source; AP)

third of the way around the globe 
has given astronomers compelling 
evidence of the existence of the 
biggest black hole ever found, 
with a mass equal to 40 million of 
our suns. 

The black hole Is believed to be at 
the centre of a disk of material 
rotating at up to 1,040 kilometres 
per second In the heart of a galaxy 
21 million light years from Earth. 
The discovery Is the first major 
success of the Very Long Base Array 
radio telescope, a set of 10 radio 
telescope dishes from the Virgin 
Islands to Hawaii. (Source; AP., 

Jan. 12, 1995) 

In 1970, Apollo 13 blasted off at 
13;13 Pacific Standard time. Two- 
thirds of the way to the moon, an 
explosion occurred aboard the space¬ 
craft that forced the astronauts to 
abort the trip --on April 13. 


An object, about 120 miles In length, and Is about 
a billion miles farther out than the planet Pluto, 
has been detected by astronomer David Jewltt of the 
University of Hawaii and Jan Luu, a researcher at 
U. of C. In Berkeley, Calif. 

Another scientist said the discovery could shed 
light on how some comets are formed, the nature 
of Earth’s solar system and whether other stars In 
the universe have solar systems like our own. 

Jewett and Luu hoped to find evidence for a theory 
that some comets come from a ring of Icy material 
at the outer rim of the solar system called the 
Kulper Belt. 

Michael Perslnger, co-author of "Space Time Trans¬ 
ients and Unusual Events"’ warned that UFO Investi¬ 
gators may be leaving themselves open to cancer or 
suicide. The danger comes from Intense magnetic 
fields created by UFOs. Studies showed that elect¬ 
rical engineers and technicians and those living 
near overhead power lines Indicate they are likely 
to suffer a higher risk of brain tumors and leu¬ 
kemia as well as depression. Since similar low- 
frequency fields are created by UFOs, those who 
study flying saucers are at risk. 


A group of astronomers believe they 
have found the first example In our 
galaxy of what looks like the im¬ 
possible; an object moving faster 
than light. It's Just an Illusion 
and the blob of matter Is really 
poking along at only about 92% of 
the speed of light. The astronom¬ 
ers observed two blobs of matter 
blasting away In opposite direc¬ 
tions from an object that appears 
to be a black hole or an ultra- 
dense neutron star. One of the 
blobs appeared to be moving 25% 
faster than the speed of light, 
which Is 186,000 miles per second. 
But lt*s an illusion created by the 
blob's very high speed and Its mov¬ 
ing closer to Earth while angling 
well away from a direct path to 
Earth. (Source: Cleveland Plain

According to Dr. Stephen Maran at 
the Goddard Space Flight Center In 
Maryland, a cannibal galaxy Is head¬ 
ed our way. Astronomers say the 
great spiral galaxy Andromeda Is 
eating one galaxy now and appears 
to be eyeing the Milky Way for des¬ 
ert. The process started about a 
thousand million years ago and "Is 
still In the process of devouring," 
Dr. Maran says. Fortunately, Andro¬ 
meda Is 2.2 million light years 
away now and will take about 11,000 
million years to reach Earth. The 
Milky Way Itself Is In the process 
of devouring Its neighboring satel¬ 
lite galaxy, the Magellanic Cloud. 

NASA researchers have found the 
first strong evidence of water on 
the surface of Jupiter's moon, lo. 
Ice from water Is mixed with more 
abundant sulfur dioxide Ice on the 
moon. It Is believed lo's volcanoes 
emit water vapor along with sulfur 
dioxide gas. 

Huge rivers of vapor, some carrying as much water 
as the Amazon, have been discovered In Earth's 
lower atmosphere. A half-dozen vapor rivers 
carry water from the equator toward the poles In 
relatively narrow streams. Reginald Newell of 
MIT said, when he analyzed satellite data. His 
findings were reported In Geophysical Research 
Letters published by the American Geop)hysical 
Union. Rivers of vapor were as long as 4>785 
miles with a width of up to 420-480 miles.

Scientists have found evidence supporting the theory 
that ancient Earth was struck by comets and asteroids 
that fractured Its crust, caused massive extinctions 
and blanketed parts of the globe with rocky debris. 
Verne Oberbeck of the NASA Ames Research Center In 
Mountain View, Calif., observed that deposits known 
to be left by the Impacts of asteroids closely resem¬ 
ble those thought to be left by glaciers. The conclu¬ 
sion Is that many sedimentary deposits assumed to 
have been left by glaciation, may In fact have been 
caused by a rain of rock.

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TWO INTRIGUING 
UFO EXPLANATIONS

I F TIME travel is ever shown to be a 
scientific possibility, our children’s 
children will spare no effort to break 
down the door to the past. Consider the 
implications of that thought very carefully. 
Do you feel a chill run down your spine? 
For the consequence is plain: if our 
descendants master time, as we in the 20th 
century have mastered space, they must be 
watching us at this very moment! 

There’s no cause for paranoia, 
thankfully. If our remote offspring are 
studying us, we can feel sure that they are 
also observing every other era in history. 
Do they mock us for our curious, barbaric 
ways, as we sometimes mock our own 
ancestors? Well, too bad. The time to get 
worried is when they start recruiting us to 
fight their 30th century wars for them! 

In a previous article in Omega 
(July/August issue), I outlined some of the 
reasons we have for taking time travel 
seriously. To everyone’s surprise, the two 
major mathematical bombshells of the past 
80 years — Relativity and quantum theory 
— both open cracks in spacetime which 
might just allow a traveller or a signal to 
escape the present and emerge in yesterday 
or tomorrow. This idea is still highly 
controversial, but though it is very far from 
established it is equally well armoured 
against “common sense” ridicule. 

In a way, the question resembles the 
puzzle of life on other worlds in space. 
There is every reason to suppose that life 
will develop spontaneously on any world 
like the Earth, and calculations indicate 
that such worlds must exist in profusion. 
Once life appears, intelligence follows, and 
technology, and ultimately space travel. So 
where are the star aliens? Certainly they 
are not thronging the streets, so we know 
at once that either (a) life is rare in the 
universe, or (b) star ships are inordinately 
expensive, or (c) they looked us over, failed 
to be impressed, and went on their way. 

Needless to say, there are some way-out 
possibilities neglected above. One is that 
the aliens are indeed wandering the streets, 
disguised as the man next door. Another is 
that they possess such superlative 
technology that they can observe us 
without our being even faintly aware of it. 
A third, which we shall come back to, 
reminds us of the multitudes of 
Unidentified Flying Objects which have 
been reported since the Second World War, 
and perhaps earlier. 

None of these considerations dampen 
the hopes of those scientists who expect the

universe to be rich with alien minds and 
cultures, and who advise their 
governments to fund the search for 
Extraterrestrial Intelligence. Generally, 
they opt for explanation (b) above: travel 
through interstellar space will be 
fantastically draining, in terms of sheer 
resources and psychological stress both. 
Within, that is, the limits of current 
scientific knowledge. Maybe it’s feasible to 
build a true, cheap stardrive with a pair of 
pliers and three bobbypins — but if so, we 
are back to the problem which started us 
off. Where are they? 

Similarly, it does us no good to know 
that time travel is (or may be, with a lot 
more research) a scientific possibility. We 
need to ask ourselves: where are the time 
travellers? 

After all, if it is a workable proposition, 
we’d expect our descendants to jaunt 
through history in search of knowledge, 
artistic stimulus, and diversion (not to 
mention strange new crimes). Temporal 
anthropologists would study at first hand, 
or via miniaturised telemetry equipment, 
the Paleolithic geniuses daubing their 
immortal bison and stags. 

Alas, we can just as easily imagine the 
lurid advertisements of hucksters hustling 
package-tours of history’s high spots: 
gladiator shows, the carnage of the Black 
Death, the collapse of the world ecology in 
1998 ... 

There are far more bizarre scenarios. A 
neo-fascist revival might plunge back to the 
1930s with the intention of teaching 
Adolph Hitler how to build nuclear 
weapons. Religious enthusiasts would 
certainly be tempted to question Gautama 
Buddha in 528BC as he sits beneath the bo 
tree awaiting illumination. Others might 
try to time-travel into the sealed tomb of 
the crucified Jesus, there to revive the dead 
body using advanced medical devices. 

On the other hand, it’s an enchanting 
thought that perhaps Mary and Joseph 
were forced into a stable on that first 
Christmas by the heavy press of temporal 
tourists in Bethlehem ... 


Well, we know that Hitler did not get the 
atom bomb. And we know that John 
Kennedy did get murdered, despite the love 
of many people whose descendants might 
be persuaded to travel back in time to 
Dallas and intercept the assassin. Can it be 
that our age is, after all, so loathesome that 
no one wants to visit? 

Nonsense, says Arthur C. Clarke. 
“However unpleasant our age may appear 
to the future, surely one would expect 
scholars and students to visit us, if such a 
thing were possible at all. Though they 
might try to disguise themselves, accidents 
would be bound to happen — just as they 
would if we went back to Imperial Rome 
with cameras and tape-recorders concealed 
under our nylon togas. Time-travelling 
could never be kept secret for very long 
in fact...” 

Really? But hold on — if you can put a 
loop in time, why not tie a knot or two in 
the loop? Say you drop your IBM mini¬ 
computer into Leonardo da Vinci’s lap. 
Whoops. Too late. Wrong! Nothing is too 
late if you can loop back a second time and 
give yourself warning. Or is there a self- 
destruct paradox embedded in that 
“solution” ...? 

Perhaps we need to ask if we would 
recognise a time traveller if we saw one. 
How would a visitor from the future seem 
to us? It’s impossible to say for sure. When 
the basic limiting factors are unknown, 
speculation becomes so fertile and 
uncontrolled that almost any answer has 
some degree of plausibility. 

The best we can do is set reasonable 
constraints and push on from there. This is 
exactly what many science fiction writers 
have been doing ever since H. G. Wells 
first invented his “chronic argonaut” in 
1888. 

The hoariest chestnut runs this way: 
what happens if you build a time machine, 
travel back to a date prior to your 
conception in the womb ... and kill your 
own grandfather? Does this hideous event 
obliterate you from history? If so, you have 
/rever existed. Hence, Grandpop did not die 
(since no-one can die at the hands of a non¬ 
existent killer). So you were born, and will 
kill him after all... It’s an infinite vicious 
loop. 

In short, the initial set of constraints we 
must establish concern causality: the 
principle which governs the sequence of 
cause and effect. Common experience 
assures us that causality cannot run 
backwards, and so paradoxes of the 
“grandfather” variety cannot occur. But 
common sense reckons without time 
machines. Is time machine causality a self- 
contradiction or not? 

One way out in science fiction is to 
invent a regulatory authority, the Time 
Police. Poul Anderson did this to great 
effect in a classic series collected as The 
Guardians of Time. If a traveller interferes 
with some crucial pivot-point in history, 
throwing subsequent events onto a new 
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path, an alert squad rushes through time to 
the scene of the time-crime and nips it in 
the bud. The reason we never observe 
Time Changers, then, is that they’re all in 
the pokey, apprehended before their crimes 
were committed. It raises some provocative 
jurisprudential issues. 

Appealing though that solution is to 
writers of adventure stories, the logistics 
are insupportable. At the very least, it 
tends to multiply itself instantly into an 
infinite regress of wars between epochs, 
each striving to undo the history of its 
enemies and remake the world to its own 
taste. Such a war is explored amusingly, 
but hardly convincingly, in Fritz Leiber’s 
famous The Big Time. 

Strictly speaking, such stories cheat. The 
custodians would have to exist in a very 
peculiar relation to the causality of “real” 
time. Though their ancestors can be 
abolished retroactively in one fell swoop, 
the Patrollers — illogically — linger on. 

Dr Isaac Asimov boldly confronted this 
difficulty \n The End of Eternity. There, 
the manipulators dwell in a secondary time 
dimension. Outside their stable world of 
Eternity, reality is in ceaseless flux, shaped 
like putty by the few human beings who’ve 
escaped time’s thrall. Yet, for all its 
cleverness, Asimov’s solution seems finally 
glib, a trick of words. 

A mind-wrenching exception to this 
dismissive analysis has recently emerged, 
however. Quantum theory can be 
interpreted as saying that at each moment 
the entire universe is splitting into every 
available alternative state. Shades of 
science fiction’s “parallel worlds”! The 
postulate opens the way to a truly radical 
approach to time paradoxes. If a parricidal 
visitor alters his own past, perhaps this 
merely adds one more insignificant “split- 
off universe” to the endless myriads 
swarming into being from moment to 
moment. 

Thus, the time traveller’s own lifeline 
has not been obliterated, but merely paired 
with another where a mysterious “cross¬ 
time” assassin pointlessly slew his 
grandfather. (The idea, by the way, is 
ethically repulsive; it seems to cheapen the 
value of life. Sadly, that doesn’t prove it 
false.) 

Are time travellers forever unobservable, 
then? We must hope not, or our 
speculations are thwarted from the outset. 

So what are we looking for? How can a 
time machine be distinguished from some 
other kind of unidentified phenomenon? 

Consider: a temporal device might be 
capable of flipping from date to date 
without changing its spatial, geographical 
location. (That’s assuming it can 
compensate for the orbital motion of the 
Earth, a tricky engineering hazard plaguing 
all time machine designers.) 

For ordinary time-bound observers, this 
might well look like a space vehicle 
“dematerialising” and “rematerialising” at 
different intervals. To the time travellers, 
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How could a time machine be 
distinguished from some other 
UFO? It could, for 
instance, flip from date to date in 
the same place. Some 
sightings support this idea. 

the world outside their craft would lurch 
like a time-lapse film. To us, though, the 
sequence of visits would be interrupted by 
days or weeks. 

More than two decades ago, the veteran 
French UFO researcher Aime Michel 
proposed a most haunting regularity in the 
UFO reports generated in a frenzy of 
sightings over his country in 1954. Plotted 
on a map, the sightings for a given day 
could be fitted predominantly on a series of 
straight lines. Could these be flight-paths? 
Sometimes several lines intersected at one 
spot, forming a pattern like an extended 
asterisk. There were other apparent lawful 
uniformities. 

Eventually, Michel’s approach was 
adopted by UFO researchers in other 
countries. Alignments of this kind have 
been found to date for reports from North 
Africa, the USA, Brazil, Argentina and 
Spain, and claims have been made that 
Australian sightings follow the same 
pattern. 

If the alignments are not due to chance 
(as seems, alas, likely, in the light of 
computer simulations done by Dr Jacques 
Vallee), the most obvious conjecture is that 
they represent flight-paths of craft 
conducting a survey. 

Yet it is obviously no ordinary survey, 
for the sightings along a given line are not 
arrayed in chronological order! If a line is 
indeed a flight-path, the path of an 
unknown craft, then the craft must shift to 
earlier and later moments of time. 

I personally think that the Michel 
alignments are a product of pure chance, 
and demonstrate how easily a cluster of 
random events can fall into what looks like 
lawful, contrived regularity. The fact 
remains that the behaviour of the French 
UFOs, and others since, is more consistent 
with the notion that they are time 
machines than that they are the vehicles of 
aliens from space. 

It is notable that throughout recorded 
history, in many. dispersed societies, 
momentous events are said to have been 
attended by “comets”, signs in the sky not 
always attributable to celestial or 
meteorological conditions. What’s more, 
astute if superstitious soothsayers have 
claimed that many of these events are 
omens preceding the events, as well as 
accompanying them. It is as if someone 
interested in the crisis has known from the 
history books that it was due, and had 
flown in to check the circumstances 
leading up to it ... 

Briefly, for the sake of the argument, let 


us beg the question of the reality of UFO 
vehicles. As even ardent believers agree, 
the vast majority of reports are readily 
explained as misidentification of known 
phenomena. What fascinates me is that the 
unexplained residue of truly baffling cases 
— the genuine UFOs — are usually taken 
by believers to be extraterrestrial craft. 

Until recently this has been the position of 
pro-UFO scientists such as Vallee and Dr J. * 
Allen Hynek, though they now lean more 
to alternative hypotheses. Logic, as it 
happens, suggests that if UFOs are ^ 
artificial craft, they don’t come from space. 

Philip KJass, an acerbic American 
sceptic, has emphasised sardonically the 
huge diversity of reported UFO designs 
and shapes. Unless each UFO is a 
customised model, this diversity implies the 
agog interest of thousands of different 
stellar civilisations, who all nip in from 
time to time to ogle the Earth. But if it is 
fairly unlikely that even a single interstellar 
society has visited us, it is exceedingly 
improbable that thousands do so as a 
matter of course. 

As well, there are the “close encounter” 
reports which emphasise humanlike 
occupants of UFO craft. It has been 
established that these reports are no less 
reliable and mutually-consistent than more 
pedestrian varieties. Yet it is totally 
implausible that worlds with distinct 
evolutionary histories should produce 
similar intelligent creatures (physically 
similar, that is; minds might resemble one 
another “under the skin”). 

If UFOs were craft from the future, 
these difficulties evaporate. In the endless 
eons which stretch ahead of humankind, 
there may be many distinct societies which 
build time machines. No doubt design will 
undergo modification, reflecting a 
multitude of tastes and technologies. A 
time craft from a million years hence is 
hardly likely to resemble the early 
prototypes, or even the Rolls Royce model 
of the 30th century. 

Of course, the extraterrestrial 
explanation and the time machine 
hypothesis can be combined to mutual 
advantage. Dr Carl Sagan, an open-minded 
but hard-nosed sceptic when it comes to 
UFOs, estimates that Earth might expect a 
visit from the stars on average only once 
every thousand years. But if such 
interstellar craft possess temporal 
manoeuvrability to match their capacity . 
for space flight (and the latter, providing 
access to black hole “time gates”, might 
permit the former), we could expect 
observation from alien cultures which • 
discover Earth not today ... but in 
centuries to come. 

Why, though, would future star-hoppers 
have such a morbid fascination for this 
century? One truly gruesome explanation 
for their interest in our benighted era 
cannot be discounted. In the billions of 
years which remain before Earth is 
consumed in the sun’s terminal flame. 








many thousands of alien spacecraft might 
stumble on a wrecked, desolate planet and 
wonder at the poignant ruin they behold. 

Filled with curiosity and pity, they might 
pilot their spacetime craft back along the 
four-dimensional worldline to the bitter 
epoch when human civilisation at last 
destroyed itself and its world: the second 
half of the 20th century ... 

Often enough it has been suggested that 
our political leaders, or the covert 
intelligence agencies, do indeed know that 
UFOs are craft. Wny, then, do they refuse 
to announce the news? Because, mutter the 
conspiratorial theorists, the truth would 
unhinge us all. 1 have never been 
convinced by this line of thought. 
Extraterrestrial beings don’t unnerve me in 
the slightest. But alien, regretful time 
travellers from an utterly cataclysmic 
future might easily precipitate the very 
doom they describe ... 

Happily, 1 think this scenario is a very 
remote possibility. Apart from anything 
else, we have no evidence that UFO 
activity is more abundant now than in 
earlier eras. Perhaps the only way to be 
sure would be to ask the UFO occupants 
themselves (if they exist). And there is no 
shortage of evidence, assert the believers. 
Just look at the reports of close encounters 
of the third kind: contact, even abduction. 

We enter a realm where the effort 
needed to sustain an open mind is almost 
insupportable. The most regular feature is 
the gibberish attributed to the aliens. After 
an extensive survey. Dr Vallee stated 
pointedly: “The entities’ reported 
behaviour is as consistently absurd as the 
appearance of their craft is ludicrous.” The 
hitch to sceptics is that many other 
parameters of these reports are 
impressively coherent. 

Consider, then, the case of a young 
married couple which has been described 
by researcher Charles Bowen as “one of the 
most important yet to have appeared.” 
Under hypnosis, an amnesic period which 
followed the sighting of a blue, pulsating 
aerial light was plumbed for blocked 
memories. Peter described communication 
with a UFO entity. 

“Can they travel faster than the speed of 
light?” asked the doctor. “They travel by 
time,” answered Peter, deep in trance. He 
amplified this: “Speed of light is too slow to 
cover billions of miles in seconds. If they 
want to go from point A to point B they 
have to come back in time to get to the 
Earth, so they send themselves back into 
time. They are time travellers, not space 
travellers.” 

At the same time, Peter provided other 
garbled and inconsistent details. They were 
from “outer galaxies”; later they were from 
the Milky Way (our home galaxy), and had 
infiltrated our planet. Hypnotic 
hallucination? Well, probably. But notice 
that time travel is said to be necessary to 
balance the vast distances travelled. This is

fully in accordance with the theory of 
tachyons, the hypothetical taster*than light 
particles which could make time machines 
possible; it is also a consequence of 
shooting matter through higher 
dimensional Superspace, the domain of 
quantum theory. It is hard to see why a 
simple hoaxer would put in all this valid 
arcane detail and get the rest so childishly 
muddled. 

If UFOs were spacecraft under alien 
control, it’s also hard to see why their 
occupants would bother with such silliness. 
But if they are time machines from our 
future, it would be good psychology for 
their crews to study an era in disguise. And 
if they wished to intervene marginally in 
our affairs, what better tactic than to use 
the religious or technological trappings of 
the day. Hence, the story of choice these 
days speaks of aliens from space; in the 
middle ages, maybe they preferred to pass 
themselves off as fairies or demons ... 

John Keel, Vallee and others have 
pointed out that in the 1870s newspapers 
in various countries carried a rash of 
“mysterious airship” stories. Witnesses 
sometimes chatted to the occupants, who 
falsely claimed to be airship inventors. Is 
this all part of some Grand Deception? If 
the UFO occupants ever do tell their 
witnesses the truth, according to Vallee

and Keel, they make sure to stir in plenty 
of misleading gibberish as well. 

So we’re stuck at the end of a blind alley. 
Our original search for time machines 
slams into the enigma of UFO close 
encounters. But there’s one amusing 
possibility we haven’t looked at. 

Time travellers would not tamper with 
the past, if they could help it. But suppose a 
prankish adolescent, or a demented 
religious fanatic, stole a time machine to 
perpetrate moronic jests on an earlier 
generation. It is remarkable that the most 
widely witnessed and best documented 
UFO sighting of all time took place in 
Fatima, Portugal on October 13, 1917, 
following a series of “visions of the Virgin”, 

On that day a silvery disc cavorted in the 
sky above 70,000 people for 10 minutes. 
The crowd had been advised two months in 
advance to expect a remarkable event at 
that precise hour. And the “apparition” 
associated with the UFO was a young girl, 
as at La Sallette in 1846 and Lourdes in 
1858. Close study of the witness-reports 
reveal not a pious miracle but something 
closer to an adolescent’s cruel, senseless 
joke. 

It is difficult to imagine a wayward child 
stealing a spacecraft from the adults of an 
interstellar society and remaining at large 
during all the years needed to carry out 
that series of hoaxes. For a time traveller, 
though, the experienced duration could be 
quite brief. Perhaps some third millennium 
delinquent is having her bottom smacked 
and her pocket money suspended, after a 
hectic chase by the Time Patrol, while 
worried worldline technicians compute the 
longterm effects of her thoughtless 
escapade ... ■
